Textbook publishers’ representa- 
tives have been in the capitol in 
considerable numbers throughout 
the session to promote passage of 
a measure sponsored by the Flor- | 
ida Education Association to pro- 
vide for the adoption of five text- 
books in each course taught in 
Florida public schools, Ed Hender- 
son, executive secretary of the!

Opponents urge that one book 
is enough in most courses, that 
present law provides for permis- 
sive multiple adoptions of text- 
books in fields where experts find 
that to, be desirable, and that Flor- 
ida school children, already short 
of books, would be continuously 
handicapped by the proposed law 
because it would reduce the num- 
ber of books obtainable with the 
appropriation for the purpose. 

The state department of educa- 
tion, charged with administration 
of the textbook law, has nevere en- I 
dorsed the bill. Rep. Roy Suries 
ef Pelk County is chief sponsor of 
the. proposal in the house.

Several 
county school siiperintendents have 
indicated they oppose the bill be- 
Cause they say it will result in in- 
creased administrative costs, and 
hence higher taxes; in the counties 
of the state.
